Remarkable Attendance 


It seems to me remarkable that 

we have had people attending this 
conference from nineteen states, 
including Maine, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, West Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Ohio, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky. With Bible conferences ail 
over the country, what a remark- 
able pull it is that brings people 
wnore than one thousand miles for 
this week of blessing. 
_ Even more remarkable is that 
these-who come to this conference 
are principally Christian workers 
~—pastors, evangelists, gospel mus- 
ficians, Sunday School teachers, 
missionary workers, and Christian 
educators. Here these Christian 
workers feel free to ask prayer 
for revival in churches or that 
they may be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. Here Christian workers 
confess their sins, coldness, negli- 
gence, their failure to pray, or 
waning attention given’ to the 
Word of God.

Nearly 
everywhere he goes he sets people 
on fire, gets something done for 
God in soul winning. He is with 
the Evangelical Alliance Mission, 
and is now in the states to enlist 
one hundred new missionaries for 
Japan. He is also getting help to 
buy movie projectors for gospel 
films, accordions, loudspeakers, 
cars and station wagons for mis- 
sianaries to equip them better for 
soul winning. Dr. Jarvis showed 
films of the great mass meetings 
in Japan, of thousands of people 
eagerly snatching the gospel lit- 
erature as missionaries stood on 
downtown street corners in Berlin. 
Here was a picture of 250 con- 
verts of one service on their knees. 
There was a picture of the gospel 
colportage bicycle and trailer, 
selling the Japanese translation of 
my pamphlets, Hell—What the 
Bible Says About It, and Bible 
Facts About Heaven and giving 
away gospels of John and tracts. 
Dr. Jarvis told of the great need 
for this literature in Japan, in 
India, and in Portugal where he 
visited en route home, represent- 
ing Evangelical Alliance Mission. 
Dr. Jarvis himself is so consumed 
with a burden for’ this gospel 
literature work that he gave back 
the remuneration and then added 
$090 from his own pocket, given 
him by somebody else, to the Free 
Literature Fund. More than $1,000 
was turned in at the conference 
for the Free Literature Fund. 

Brother Bill Rice showed pic- 
tures of enormous crowds of black 
people in Africa listening to the 
Word of God through interpreters; 
told of wonderful conversions. He 
showed a picture of the native 
chief Suo who thirty years ago 
went with a white missionary for 
seven months, the first time the 
gospel was ever preached to 
Pygmies in the black forest.

Modern education scoffs at the 
idea of ‘‘Hell.” Many teachers in 
the day school sow the seeds of 
doubt in the plastic minds of grow- 
ing boys and girls. This teaching 
is continued in the High School 
and the University. They label 
the teaching of ‘Hell’ sixteenth 
century theology. Some Theolog- 
ical Seminaries even scoff and 
ridicule the fact of Hell; they 
send out ministers with minds 
filled with doubt and unbelief. 


The Experience Of Dr. George 
Betts 


A few years ago, Dr. “George 
Betts, one of the professors on 
the faculty of Northwestern Uni- 
versity sent a questionnaire to fif- 
teen hundred Protestant ministers 
representing twenty leading de- 
nominations of five theological 
seminaries. Seven hundred ques- 
tionnaires were returned which 
represented a cross section of the 
ministers and students of these 
denominations. According to the 
returns given, 34 per cent of the 
ministers and 76 per cent of the 
students deny that Hell exists. So 
we see the growing trend toward 
unbelief. 


This only goes ‘to prove my 
point that we have wondered far, 
far from God. Our Bibles are a 
closed book, opened only when 
trouble, sickness and death stalk 
our homes. We have no time for 
Bible study and prayer with our 
families, our time is taken by other 
things. Ours is a modern age, an 
age of form and ceremony, an 
age of substitutes. We own beauti- 
ful Bibles, leather bound, © silk 
sewed; we place them where they 
can be seen, but they are seldom 
opened. We build great cathedrals 
and equip them with wonderful 
pipe organs and sweet sounding 
chimes and the most comfortable 
seats, but. they are largely empty. 
Our reverence and fear of God 
has gone. OUR REALIZATION 
OF THE AWFULNESS OF SIN 
HAS GONE. Jesus Christ is con- 
sidered just a man, a good man, 
but JUST A MAN. We do not feel 
we need to repent. We talk much 
about our goodness, our morality. 
Any preacher who believes in 
“Hell” and préaches it is consid- 
ered ignorant, a fanatic, one hold- 
ing to this sixteenth century the- 
ology they like to talk about, a 
person who may be sincere but is 
to be pitied. 


The Devil Is Behind This 


The Devil is behind this teach- 
ing. He does not want men to 
know the truth and He would pur- 
posely keep men in darkness. I’]l 
tell you why. MEN WHO BE- 
LIEVE IN HELL SEEK A SAV- 
IOUR. Do you know why multi- 
tudes today deny the fact of Hell? 
The Devil has blinded their minds, 
not physical eyes, BUT THEIR 
MINDS. 

“The God of this world hath 
blinded the MINDS of them which 
believe not.”—II Cor. 4:4. 

He does not want the light of 
the Gospel to shine, for this would 
bring enlightenment and His 
power over men would be broken. 


Do you see it? Are you one of 


'those who have listened to the 


vain philosophies of men until you, 
too, question the fact of Hell? 
Are you one of those who are 


i confused over this question? If so, 


'T want to help you. I want you 
to know the truth. Please study 


this message carefully for it may 
be the turning point of your life; 
it is as serious as this. 

I want to get you to think; I 
write it again, I WANT YOU TO 
THINK! Do some constructive 
studying and thinking for your- 
self! Don’t accept the statements 
of.men no matter how reasonable 
they may seem to be. Give these 
statements careful consideration 
before believing even though they 
may come from the lips of a 
Modernist minister, a teacher or 
an instructor in a Seminary. Ask 
yourself the question, “WHAT 
DOES GOD’S WORD SAY A- 
BOUT IT?” Many of the modern 
ideas taught today regarding eter- 
nal punishment will never stand 
the light of God’s Precious Holy 
Word. 


These Teachers May Be Sincere 


I'l] admit these teachers and 
preachers MAY BE SINCERE. 
I’m not questioning their sincerity. 
What I want to know is, “How 
can they teach that of which they 
are ignorant?” They teach and 
preach purely from the = stand- 
point of the natural man. Many 
teachers and preachers have never 
been converted, they have never 
been “Born again.” HOW CAN 
THEY TEACH GOD’S WORD? 
The natural man knows not the 
things of the Spirit of God. No 
wonder they call the preaching 
of the doctrine of Hell, foolishness 
and sixteenth century theology. 
They will consider this message 
sheer nonsense and if you believe 
it they will consider you a fool. 
But they reason purely from the 
standpoint of the natural man, no 
wonder this doctrine is foolish- 
ness to them. 


“The natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God; 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” —I Cor. 2:14. 

This is the reason so many folk 
scoff at the idea of “HELL.” 
SPIRITUAL TRUTHS MUST BE 
SPIRITUALLY DISCERNED. it 
is the only way they can be 
known. Only the Holy Spirit can 
give this discernment. 


Suppose all your friends denied 
the fact of Hell, does this do 
away with it? Suppose this wide- 
spread .téndency to discount and 
disbelieve the Bible continues to 
spread until men everywhere scoff 
at the idea. Will this mean that 
God’s Word is not true? No, my 
friends, you do not do away with 
Hell just because some men scoff 
and ridicule the doctrine. God’s 
Word is true and endureth for- 
ever. 

“The Word of the Lord endur- 
eth forever.’—I1.Pet. 1:25 


Men Scoffed At Noah 


When Noah told the people God 
would destroy the, world’ with 
water if they did not repent, they 
laughed at him and continued in 
their sin. Everybody mocked him, 
he was the laughing stock of the 
country, but he continued until 
the flood came and ALL WERE 
DESTROYED. 

“All in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that was in 
the dry land, died.’—Gen. 7:22 

Who was right, the people who 
mocked or Noah? Isn't it the 
same today? Hear the laughter 
and jeers of those who mock God. 
Will you believe the scoffers of 
God’s Word? 


Men Scoffed At Lot 


When the Lord’s messengers 
told Lot Sodom would be destroy- 
ed, Lot pleaded with men to flee 
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with him lest they, also, be des- 
troyed. But they scoffed at him. 

“But he seemed as one. that 
mocked.”—Gen. 19:14. 

Then the fire fell and Sodom 
and Gomorrah were destroyed; 
Lot and the few who believed and 
fled, alone were saved. Everyone 
else perished just as God said. 

“Then the Lord rained upon So- 
dom and Gomorrah brimstone and 
fire from the Lord out of heaven: 
And he overthrew those cities, and 
all the plain, and all the inhabi- 


tants of the cities, and that which. 


grew upon 
19 :24,25. 

Who was right? Lot, or those 
who mocked him? My friends, 
you had better listen when God 
speaks! Let men mock if they 
will, plenty of men are doing it 
today, but do not be misled by 
their mockery. You had better be- 
lieve God’s Word. 

“Let God be true but every man 
a liar.”—Rom. 3:2. 


Men Scoffed At Daniel 


A great feast was in progress 
in Babylon. Hundreds of lords 
and ladies were presenf all dress- 
ed in the latest fashion. The King 
of Babylon was host at the ban- 
quet, wine flowed like water, God 
was forgotten, the people reveled 
in sin. As the hilarity increased 
the King commanded that the 
golden vessels which were taken 
from the temple of the house of 
God be brought, and when this 
was done they drank wine in them. 

Then a hand appeared out of 
space and began writing upon the 
wall. Daniel interpreted the writ- 
ing telling the. King his kingdom 
would be divided and given to 
the Medes and Persians. 

They laughed and scoffed and 
the party went on. 

“In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain.” 
—Dan. 5:30. 

Who was right, Daniel or the 
Babylonian crowd who disbeliev- 
ed? 

Do you get what I am trying to 
convey to you? It is common for 
men today to scoff at the doctrine 
of “Hell,” they laugh at you when 
you tell them God will punish sin 
and put it from Him forever, they 
sneer at all preaching that warns 
them they will go to Hell, if they 
do not repent, where they wil! 
dwell in eternal torment. I say 
again, men laugh at this preach- 
ing but REMEMBER— 


God’s Word Is True! 


There is a Hell! If men want 
to mock, LET THEM MOCK; if 
they will scoff, LET THEM 
SCOFF. But, I beg you, I plead 
with you, in the name _ of- the 
Christ who died upon the Cross 
to save you, do not be misled by 
their false beliefs and vain philos- 
ophies! Do not make the mistake 
the people made during the time 
of Noah, or the time of Lot, or 
the time of Belshazzar of Baby- 
lon and others I might mention! 
Heed the warning and repent be- 
fore it is too late and you are 
lost! 


I. There Is A Hell 


You ask, “How do you know 
it?” I answer, ‘“God’s Word says 
there is a Hell and I believe God’s 
Word.” Do you? Have you noticed 
how many folks believe what the 
Bible says about Heaven, yet will 
reject what the Bible says about 
Hell? How do you reconcile this 
fact? If we believe what the Bible 
says about Heaven we must be- 
lieve what it says about Hell. Let’s 
be consistent. The Bible’ says 
more about Hell than it does a- 
bout Heaven. It will take the 
average reader more than _ half 
an hour to read what is written 
about it. There are 162 texts in 
the New Testament. alone which 
speak of the doom which awaits 
the sinner, and over 70 of these 
were uttered by the Lord him- 
self. God used the _ strongest 
language possible in telling’ us a- 
bout it; let me give you a few 
of the passages: 

“For -the wicked shall be turned 
into Hell, and all the nations that 
forget God.”’—Psa. 9:17. 

“For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall burn unto the 
lowest Hell.”’—Deut. 32:22. 

“Upon the wicked he shall rain 
snares, fire and brimstone, and an 
horrible tempest: this shall be the 
portion of their cup.’—Psa. 11:6. 

“And they shall go forth and 
look upon the carcasses of the men 
that have transgressed against 


the ground.” — Gen. 


7 | 
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me; for their worm shall not die. 
neither shall their fire be quench- 


ed; and they shall be an abhorr- 


ing unto all flesh.”’—Isa. 66:24. 

“Who among us shall dwell with 
the devouring fire?

Jesus Was One of The Greatest 
Preachers on Hell 


Jesus himself was one of the 
greatest preachers on Hell for He 
knew of its existence and its 
terrible nature. How the people 
shuddered as they heard from 
His lips a description of the ter- 
rible sufferings of the lost. Jesus 
wanted men to know the truth, 
but they would not listen. 

“Ye will not come unto me that 
ye might have life.’—John 5:40. 
1. The death of Jesus upon the 
Cross is proof that there is a Hell. 
If there is no Hell, if it’s just an 
idea in the mind of man, answer 
me this one question—-Why did 
Jesus Christ leave Heaven’s glor- 
ies and come to this wicked sin- 
cursed world to be despised, mock- 
ed, scourged and finally crucified? 
Why did he bleed and die with a 
broken heart, if there is no reality

The lack of writing, teaching, 
and preaching in recent years on 
the subject of Hell as we find it 
in the Word of God has resulted in 
Christians losing their fear of Hell 
and, with it, their soul-winning 
passion. The wrath of God upon 
the sin of unbelief stirs the Chris- 
tian to persuade the lost to come 
to Christ for salvation. This is 
definitely confirmed in the follow- 
ing statements of the Apostle 
Paul: 


“Knowing therefore the terror 
of the Lord, we persuade men; but 
Wwe are made manifest unto God; 
and I trust also are made mani- 
fest in your consciences” (2 Cor. 
5:11).

ber, that by the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every 
one night and day with tears” 
(Acts 20:31). 

. ‘In the story of Lazarus and the 
¥ichi man Jesus gives to us a word 
picture. of the doom of the lost 
and of what actually transpires in 
Hell. He clearly shows us that 
Hell is a place of eternal doom for 
all who go there. The rich man had 
an opportunity to go to Heaven 
when he was living on the earth, 
but in Hell that opportunity was 
gone forever. “And beside all this, 
between us and you there is a great 
gulf fixed: so that they which 
would pass from hence to you can- 
not; neither can they pass to us, 
that would come from _— thence” 
(Luke 16:26). On earth the rich 
man fared sumptuously every day; 
but in Hell he was doomed to be 
a beggar, begging even for water. 
He was begging as soon as. he 
reached the place of torment, he 
is begging now, and he will always 
beg. He can never be rich again. 


are no opiates to bring sleep to 
his troubled heart and tormented 


liberty and freedom; in Hell he is 
a prisoner shut up to his doom for- 
ever. His plight was not due to the 
sins of murder, theft, lying, or 
strong drink, but to unbelief. “For 
God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 


How Can We Know That We 
Are Responsible? 

If human agency is responsible 
for the salvation of lost souls, the 
fact must be made clear to the 
believer if he is to take seriously 
his task of winning the lost to 
Christ. Where is our proof? Here 
it is: 

1. We Know from What the 
Old Testament Says 


“The fruit of the righteous is a 
tree of—life; and he that winneth 
souls is wise” (Prov. 11:30).

One of the most touching ex- 
periences of my entire life took 
place just a few days ago; but 
first, I wiil teii you this: Dur- 
ing the last school] year, a fine 
Christian young man, Ralph 
Frady, a ministerial student 
who lived in Toccoa, Georgia, 
was out working for God en- 
deavoring to win souls on a 
weekend. He was killed in an 
automobile wreck. One of our 
other fine “preacher boys” who 
was from Berne, | Indiana, 
named James Shoemaker, was 
a friend of Ralph’s; so he went 
to the funeral and sang in a 
quartet. My son, Bob, Jr., con- 
ducted the funeral. 

A few days ago, James Shoe- 
maker mailed his weekly sum- 
mer ministerial report to the 
extension office of Bob Jones 
University and about two hours 
jater, he was killed in an auto- 
mobile wreck in his home state. 
After James had gone to be 
with the Lord, the report came 
to our office. It tells about the 
number of tracts he distributed 
and the work he had done and 
the hours he had spent in Chris- 
tian service. He wrote on the 
bottom of the report the name 
of a young man who is one of 
his dear friends and said he 
hoped this young man would 
come to Bob Jones University. 
On the back of James’ report, 
he has the outline of his week- 
ly sermon and a review of his 
summer reading course that we 
require of all “preacher boys” 
who plan to return to Bob 
1 “Jones University for the fall 
4 semester. Attached to the re- 
port is an envelope with $20 
marked for the Student Loan 
Endowment Fund. James had 
| a small work/loan scholarship 
| Jast year which he was able to 
work off while he was here; 


Dr. Bob Jones Says: 


lso the’ $20 he sent is to the 
Student Loan Fund. I can think 
of no stronger appeal to the 
hearts of Christian people than 
this appeal from a ministerial 
student who, just before he 
went to be with the Lord, sent 
$20 to help with the Student 
Loan Endowment Fund, from 
which he was able to get some 
help while in school. I trust 
that this will stir the hearts 
of all of you Christian friends 
to send in some contribution 
toward this Fund, and I hope 
this will lay it on the hearts of 
all of you to pray for us. 


A number of years ago a 
young man in a certain south- 
ern college died just a short 
time before he was to graduate. 
The president of the school, in 
conducting the funeral, said: 
“This young man did not fin- 
ish the furrow; but when he 
stopped, his plow was aimed in 
the right direction.” Ralph 
Frady and James Shoemaker, 
from a human standpoint, did 
not get to finish the furrow; 
but when God called them 
Home, their plow was aimed in 
the right direction. They died 
serving the Lord, Whom they 
trusted as their Saviour.

‘There must be enough for every

nostrils God has _ breathed the 
breath of life. And, thank God, 
Gospel 
supper to meet the need of every 


‘single soul from the North and 


South, and from the East and 
West. Thank God for this bount- 
eous provision—enough for every 
single man and every single 
woman. Enough for any poor sin- 
ner on his way to Hell. Thank 
God for the splendid supper. that 
God has placed on that table. it 
is a great supper, my friend, be- 
cause God has provided it, and it 
is great because of the need it 
must meet. There is no claim or 
demand in the person of Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Can you come to 
Him and turn away dissatisfied? 
Can you come to the Lord Jesus 
Christ with the guilt and sor- 
row and shame and agony (of the 
human heart) and go away disap- 
pointed? Thank God, there is no 
desire, no need of the human 
heart but that Jesus Christ has 


met to the glory of His precious 


name. 
It is a great feast, and no per- 


‘son who has ever been to it wants 


to be left out. No person. who has 
put his feet under God’s table and 
partaken of His grace can have 
enough of it. Aren’t you glad you 
are saved from death to life? 
Aren’t you glad you have put your 
feet under the gospel table? Aren't 
found in God’s 
eternal Son a perfect, satisfying 
portion? And the beautiful thing 
about it is when folks get saved, 
the more they want to hear about 
the Lord Jesus Christ and about 
His grace. That’s just the way it 


is with the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


It satisfies folks, but the more 
they get the more they want. 
Thank God for such a table_as 
God provided! I want to assure 
you that what God has put on 
that table satisfies. 

Will you please turn to the book 
of Romans? I am not giving you 
an exposition of the first eight 
chapters of Romans, but I want 
to say a word about what God 
has placed upon the gospel table 
as revealed in the book of Romans. 

The first thing that God has 
placed on the gospel table is the 
fact, not a theory, of man’s con- 
demnation. It is a fact that all 
men have sinned. It doesn’t matter 
who you are. You are a sinner. 
How do you know? The Bible 
says, “All have sinned.” In the 
first three chapters, the Spirit of 
God declares that man is a sinner, 
that he is under condemnation; 
he is lost. Here in the opening 
chapters .of Romans the Apostle 
Paul declares that all are sinners. 
You think the folks in Africa, 
China, and other countries are 
sinners. You say, “They certainly 
need the gospel.” But Paul says, 
“Just a moment, you folks. I 
want to talk to you. Why don't 
you judge yourselves? They are 
just in the same boat you are; 
you are sinners just the same 
as they are, for you, too, have 
come short of the glory of 
God. Do you know the gulf be- 
tween your soul and God, made 
not only because of what your 
parents were back yonder, but by 
the actual fact of your sinful con- 
duct from day to day? You need 
Christ because you are a lost 
man. In Romans Paul has stated 
the fact of human condemnation. 
I was glad that I found out I 
was a sinner and needed God’s 
salvation. 

The second thing God has put 
on the table is. the fact of divine 
justification. That is in the gos- 


pel. The gospel says that a man 


can be saved. without doing a 


pie thing. Won. ‘don’t need to 
be . -baptized. You don’t need to 
join the church. I found on the 
gospel table that I could be justi- 
fied freely by,.His grace without 
doing a single thing. I found out 
that I could bow down before 
Him as my Saviour, confessing 
my guilt and He would put my 
name in Heaven. Have you come 
to Christ confessing your sin? 
Have you reached out the arm of 
faith and appropriated Him? 
Thank God, there is more than 
man’s condemnation on the table 
—man’s. justification .is. also on 


the table. 3 
From Romans 5:1 to the clos-} 


ing of Romans 8, Paul tells us 
that on the gospel table there 
is also sanctification. He tells us 
how God can keep that man whom 
He justified by the power of His 
grace from day to day. I thank 
God for the gospel that not only 
can save a man, but keep the 
man that it saves. When you come 
to the Saviour, two things will 
take place. First, the atoning 


blood will wash away your sins.|--- 


Theft, something else takes place. 
The Holy Ghost, the third person 
of the Trinity, comes to take His 
abode in your life and stop you 
from doing the thing tomorrow 
that you did yesterday. 
what makes all things different. 
It is the power of God, the Holy 
Ghost. The source of victory in 
a child of God is the inherited 
power of the Holy Ghost in the 
life. Chapters six, seven, and eight 
to the close of verse 10 tell us 
that God has placed sanctifica- 
tion on the table. That is how God 


keeps a man _ from doing the 
things that he did before. My 
friend, would you take Jesus 


Christ to be your Saviour? Let 
Christ come into your heart and 
put new power into your life that 
will break the power of cancelled 
sin and give you a new hope, a 
new satisfaction, a new set of 
desires. 

There is more than that on the 
table. If I have only been cared 
for and provided for from the day 
I was saved to the end of the 
journey by the power of the gos- 
pel, I didn’t get very much. Thank 
God, I have something that is 
good for life, hallelujah, and it 
is good for death. Thank God, 
there is something else on the 
table. There is glorification. “For 
I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy 


-to be compared with the glory 


Which shall be revealed in us” 
(Rom. 8:18), and verse 23, “We 
ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, 
the redemption of our body.” And 
Paul says in Ephesians we are 
“predestinated to the adoption,” so 
it is already for me. Hallelujah. 
we are going home to Glory, God 
has provided Heaven as your cer- 
tain home and hope, and a gospel 
that hasn’t got Heaven in it isn’t 
the gospel of Paul. A gospel that 
doesn’t give you the assurance that 
you will be there is not the gospel 
of the Bible, and not. the kind 
that saved me. Ah, friend, the 
gospel takes a man out of sin and 
robes him in holiness. It takes a 
man out of death and puts him 
into a new life. It takes a. man 
from: the lowest depth a man can 
go and brings him near to God. 
Near, so very near to God 

Nearer I cannot be 
For in the person of His Son — 

I am as near as He. 

God puts man in Heaven. That 


is What is in the gospel. He takes 


us all the way home. How would 
you like to have a salvation that 
guarantees to take you out of sin 
and put you in Fleaven? Would 
you like that, friend? That is the 
kind of salvation that God has 
provided in Jesus Christ. If you 
are ever saved, that is the kind 
of salvation you will be saved 
by, and if you get that salvation, 
you will have something to shout 
about. That is the gospel feast 
and you are invited to the feast. 


Il. The Lord’s Supper 

I want to call your attention 
to the second supper. The second 
supper is found in I. Corinthians, 
chapter 11. You are all familiar 
with the story. 

“For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto, 
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That is 


you; ‘Thut the Lord Jesus the 


‘lsame night in which he was be- 


trayed took bread: And when he 
had given thanks, he brake it, 
and said, Take, eat: this is my 
body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me.’— 
I Cor. 11:23, 24. 

You know the story. The first 
supper is the gospel supper. The 
second supper is the Lord’s Sup- 
per. If you have been to the first 
supper it is your privilege and 
duty to be at the second one. If 
you have not. been to the first 
one, it is not your right to. be 
at the second one. It is the Lord’s 
Supper. for the Lord's people. It 
}is a memorial feast where we re- 
member His death and look for- 
ward with expectation to His 


sinner can attend. 


Ill. The Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb 


Now, there is a third supper 
spoken of in the Bible. It is found 
in the nineteenth chapter of the 
Revelation! 

“Let us be glad and rejoice, and 
give honour to him: for the mar- 
riage of the Lamb is come, and 
his wife hath made herself ready 
Blessed are they which are 
called unto the marriage supper 
of the Lamb.”—Rev. 19:7, 9. 

Now it is a great story that 
leads up to the nineteenth chapter, 
when: the false bride, the harlot 
woman spoken of in chapter 17, 
has been taken care of and done 
away with. Before you come to 
this story, she is judged. This 
bride is her counterpart. She 
comes to her bridegroom and they 
are going away on their honey- 
moon. They are coming to earth 
to spend a millennium. 

The first supper was the gospel 
supper held on earth. The third 
supper is held in Heaven and is 
for the people who have been to 
the first. It is for the people who 
have accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ. If you haven’t been to the 
first supper, my friend, you will 
never be in the third. It is the 
marriage supper of the Lamb that 
will be held in Heaven. 

Have you been born again? Does 
Christ dwell in your. heart? If 
He does, you will be at the mar- 
riage’ supper of the Lamb. Every 
Christian in this tent tonight will 
be there, but if-you are not a 
Christian, you will be left behind 
should the Lord Jesus come be- 
fore tomorrow morning. The text 
says, “Blessed are they which are 


of the Lamb.” The marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb is going to be held 
in Heaven. The bride and groom 
will be there. Every believer, weak 
or strong, will be there at the 
marriage supper. 
says, “Blessed are they which are 
called.” If those folks are-blessed 
who are called to the marriage 
supper, what will the bride and 
groom be? When I was married, 
an aunt of mine in a little town 
called Burlington, put on a wed- 
ding supper. Nobody invited me 
and nobody invited my wife. The 
bride didn’t get an invitation, and 
the. groom did not get an in- 
vitation. But I want to tell you 
something, there would have been 
no wedding supper had they not 
been there. They made it pos- 
sible for the other folks to be 
there. We were at the wedding 


wedding to feast with the folks 
who were getting married. Now 
John says, “Blessed are the folks 
who are invited,” and the Old 
Testament saints will be there, 
and hallelujah, — every Christian 
will be there; the whole body of 
the redeemed family will be pre- 
sent yonder in the Glory at the 
marriage supper of the Lamp. 
Isn’t it grand? I want to be there,

Christ 
saved them from it, and Christ 
tonight can .save you from the 
judgment of God Almighty. You 
say, “How can I be saved from 


that supper?” You can. be saved 


by the refuge He has made, the 
perfect provision He has made in 
Jesus Christ our Lord. You ought 
to flee to God for refuge. Fiee 
from what? Flee from your sin, 
flee from your shame. Flee be- 
cause of your need. Flee be- 
cause you have no shelter. To- 
night you are exposed to the 
judgment of Heaven and none 
can. save you but Christ, who went 
to Calvary and opened the door 
that He might reach out and take 
you in.

to sin, if there is no Hell? 
There is but one answer, the 
sufferings and death of Jesus is 
absolute proof that there is a Heil 
from which I may be saved. Jesus 
died to save me from Hell and 
I know it. NO ONE NEEDS TO 
TELL ME SO FOR I KNOW IT. 
2. I know there is a Hell because 
my reason tells me God must have 
a place where the wicked are kept. 
Hell is a necessity, God needs a 
Hell. The Devil and his angels 
have immortal souls, they cannot 
enter Heaven for nothing that 
defiles shall enter there. They 
cannot remain upon earth, so 
what will God do with them? God 
has provided a place where they 
are to be kept and that place is 
Hell.

Do you think for a moment that 
God will admit to. Heaven the 
murderer, the blasphemer, the 
whoremonger, the slanderer, the 
gambler, the idolater, the liar and 
all others who have violated the 
laws of God and of men? How 
long would Heaven remain the 
home of the Redeemed? Why, this 
crowd would push God himself off 
the throne and make a shambles 
out of Heaven if God admitted 
them as they are. Hell is a neces-

Hell Is a Consequence Rather 
Than a Penalty 

Hell is the logical result of a 
life of sin. The mills of God grind 
slowly but they grind surely. What 
you sow you reap; you reap more 
than you sow and ignorance of 
the kind of seed makes no differ- 
ence. 

Sinner, may your guilty eyes 
be opened! Sin damns just as fire 
burns and water drowns. Go on 
in your sin, laugh and: sneer at 
God and trample under your feet 
every offer of mercy but know 
this that itthere will come a day 
when you will face those sins! 
They will rise up before you as 
a mountain and you will cry for 
the rocks and mountains to fall 
upon you to hide you from the 
eyes of a just and holy God! God 
help you to see it before the 
storm breaks and it is too late! 

4. Then, too, God needs a Hell 
to keep men from sin. We may 
say what we will about this but 
we do know that the fear of pun- 
ishment does thold men in res- 
traint. Men are afraid of the elec- 
tric chair, the gas chamber and 
the hangman’s rope. 

Suppose there were no punish- 
ment for crime, suppose men could 
rob and kill, suppose men could 
do just what they wished and 
would never be punished, you 
know what would happen. If this 
were true, man’s life would not 
be safe anywhere. This sin-cursed 
earth would become a Hell, a 
veritable hot-bed of crime. And if 
the fear of punishment restrains 
men on this earth, isn’t it reason- 
able to believe that the thought 
of Hell will bring many to ttheir 
senses and lead many a sinner 
to accept Christ? 


God Does Not Send Men to Hell 

Someone said to me some time 
ago, “How can a God who loves 
men as you say, send men into 
an eternity of torture?” Many 
have this idea, perhaps you have 
given it some consideration. Let’s 
look at it— : 

Know this, if .men are lost, it 
is not because God desires that 
they~shall be lost. GOD NEVER 
SENT A SOUL TO HELL AND 
NEVER WILL. Sinner, if you go 
to Hell it will be because you 
choose to be lost. 

“For God is longsuffering to us- 
ward, not willing that any should 
perish but that all should come to 
repentance,”—II Pet. 3:9. 


II. Hell Is A Place 


I think you are convinced by 
this time that there is a Hell. lf 
you are not, then I am afraid that 
nothing I may write will help 
you. If you will not accept .the 
Word of God, if you will not listen 
to the appeal of reason, then I 
fear there is not much help for 
you. But whether you believe or 
whether you do not THIS DOES 
NOT CHANGE THE  SITUA- 
TION. There is a Hell, again I 
say it, “THERE IS A HELL.” 

Remember this, Oh sinner, Hell 
will be the place where you will 
spend eternity. You will go there, 
not because God wills it, not be- 
cause you could not be saved, not 
because salvation was not provid- 
ed for you, but BECAUSE YOU 
REJECTED GOD’S OFFER OF 
MERCY. You would not accept 
Christ; you continued in your un- 
belief until you were cut off and 
lost. UNBELIEF IS THE GREAT- 
EST SIN IN THIS WORLD. It 
is greater than the sin of murder 
or any other sin. 

When you enter Hell, you will 


have to say, “I deserve to be 
here. I could have been saved. I

Hell Is A Terrible Place 


It is humanly impossible for me 
to describe to you the true nature 
of Hell, I can only try. But know 
this, the wrath of God is shown 
when men go to Hell; Oh, sinner, 
may God spare you from ever 
facing the wrath of God! 
hates sin with a holy hatred. He 
is a God of love, but He is also 
a God of justice. 


1. Hell Is a Place of Death 


When I say “Death” I do not 
mean annihilation. There are those 
who teach that if you reject 
Christ when you die you are an- 
nihilated, blotted out, you just 
cease to exist any longer. But this 
is not the teaching of God’s Word. 

God’s Word teaches us.that man 
is to be judged according to his 
works. This means that there are 
degrees of punishment for the 
wicked as well as degrees of re- 
ward for the righteous. Note the 
Word on this— 

“And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and 
Hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were 
judged every man according to 
their works.”’—Rev. 20:13. 

“And that servant, which knew 
his Lord’s will, and prepared not 
himself, neither did according to 
His will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes. But he that knew 
not, and did commit things worthy 
of stripes, shall be beaten with 
few stripes.”—Luke 12:47-48. 

This distinctly shows us that 
the wicked are NOT annihilated. 


then all would be judged EXACT- 
LY ALIKE and this is not the 
teaching of God’s Word. 

Take the case of the rich man 
and Lazarus. When the rich man 
died he opened his eyes in Hell

For if the wicked are annihilated. 


folk are continually dying yet 
NEVER DIE. If what we know as 
physical death could come to those 
in Hell, it would be welcomed 
with open arms. Folk there would 
cry out, “Oh death, come to me, 
release me from this torment, 
this terrible suffering!’ But Hell is 
a place of the SECOND DEATH, 
the first death will never enter 
there. 

Folk, fear not the first death 
for it cannot hurt you if you are 
a child of God. Jesus took away 
its sting. All the first death can 
do is to release you that you may 
enjoy the home of the Redeemed. 
But with the sinner it’s a differ- 
ent matter. The first death cuts 
off any chance to repent and 
ushers you immediately into the 
terrible SECOND DEATH. 

Sinner, may God help you not 
to reject Christ any longer lest 
you be cut off and have to ex- 
perience this second death! — 


2. Hell Is a Place of Unsatisfied 
Desires 

The rich man wanted water but 
there was no water to be had. 

“Send Lazarus, that he may dip 
the tip of his finger in water and 
cool my tongue, for I am torment- 
ed in this flame.’—Luke 16:24. 

This rich man while upon earth 
could no doubt have had anything 
he wanted. But in Hell his desires 
were not satisfied. He wanted 
BUT DID NOT RECEIVE; What 
a message this brings to us! Would 
you sell YOUR SOUL for money? 
You will have no money in Hell. 

Rich man, hear me! In this life 
some of you laugh at law as you 
drive hard bargains, day after 
day piling up more money, getting 
greater possessions. You shut your 
ears to the cry of the needy, you 
let them suffer while you enjoy 
your hoarded wealth. It is not 
a sin to get money but IT IS A 
SIN TO LET MONEY GET YOU. 
In Hell you. will find this desire 
for gold magnified a thousand 
times yet never satisfied. 

Or perhaps you prefer drink. 
The devil knows your weak spot 
and it may be drink. He will lead 
you on; just take a social glass 
as he calls it, at first. Then a 
little more, and a little more until 
you lose your home, your _ job, 
your wife, and your family ‘and 
finally your own soul. You drank 
yourself into Hell while the devil 
laughed. 5 

“Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards—shall inherit the King- 
dom of God.”’—I Cor. 6:10. 

Drunkard, you may by hook or 
crook satisfy your thirst here on 
this earth. If you haven’t the 
money to buy liquor, you Can beg 
it from somebody else, the devil 
will see that you get it, to the 
ruin of your own soul and the loss 
of all that makes life worth living. 
But when you are in Hell, then 
what? 

That awful whiskey thirst will 
}gnaw at your vitals, your tongue 
will be parched as you scream for 
liquor yet that gripping, biting, 
maddening thirst will NEVER BE 


SATISFIED! Do you see the 
drunkard here on earth scream as 
he sees in his imagination the 
serpents and fiery scorpions bit- 
ing.and torturing him? But think 
of -being: associated with a million 
drunkards, alt screaming -with.the . 
same torture AT THE SAME 
TIME, imagine that! The tortures 
of delirium tremens multiplied 
by eternity, multiplied by mil- 
lions of drunkards may partial- 
ly tell your eternal doom! Oh, sin- 
ner, wake up, read this before it 
is too late! How much better to 
ask the Holy Spirit to give vic- 
tory over the drink habit WHILE 
YOU ARE STILL ON EARTH! 
He can and will do it if you will 
let Him. What a privilege to glori- 
fy Christ through your body while 
on earth, giving your family a 
Christian husband and father and 
then going to Heaven when life 
here is completed. Isn’t this good 
sunse? God help you to see it. 

Yes, Hell is a place of unsatis- 
fied desires. Sinners carry into 
Hell the desires that are created 
here. These desires and passions 
are built up and magnified yct 
never satisfied; try and imagine, 
oh sinner, what this will mean! 
Now you live only to gratify the 
desires of that body of yours, 
remember you will carry these 
desires and passions with you to 
Hell, through all eternity they 
will continue to be magnified yei 
NEVER SATISFIED. This is what 
will make Hell so terrible, do you 
grasp what I am trying to say? 

The Christian who is born a- 
gain sets his affections on things 
above. He, too, has desires and 
passions, but he gives the Holy 
Spirit control and the walks not 
after the flesh but after the 
Spirit. 3 

“They that are after the flesh 
do mind the things of the flesh; 
but they that are after the Spirit, 
the things of the Spirit.’—Rom. 
8:5. 

His desires are for _ spiritual 
things. He experiences the fruits 
of the Spirit (Galatians 5:22). 
When he leaves this world he 
takes his desires with him to 
Heaven and they, too are magni- 
fied, but the difference is, the de- 
sires of the Christian, magnified 
as they are in Heaven ARE SAT- 
ISFIED! This ‘is what makes 
Heaven so wonderful. Do you see 
it, my friends? 

What shall be your decision, to 
build up desires you take with 
you to Hell which are never sat- 
isfied or to surrender your life 
to Christ and build up desires 
which are magnified and satisfied? 
Which shall it be? You decide.

ment” (Luke 16:27, 28). Jesus 
spoke these words.

No person who thinks soberly 
can ignore the cries of the doomed 
in Hell for their loved ones_ who 
still live and whose eternal destiny 
is dependent upon someone's wit- 
nessing to them for God.

Con- 
sider who these people are, re- 
member that every person in each 
group will go to Hell with the 
desire that led them there in- 
tensified yet never _ satisfied. 
Imagine hearing the foul conversa- 
tion of the abominable, the adul- 
terer and those who were lost 
because they lived only to gratify 
the sins of the flesh! Imagine 
hearing the screams of the drunk- 
ards all fighting the serpents of 
delirium tremens! Imagine hear- 
ing the foul oaths and blasphem- 
ies that come from the mouths 
of a multitude of men who re- 
jected Christ! Multiply all this by 
a million times a million and you 
will get some little idea of the 
Hellish and Ungodly companion- 
ship of Hell!

NOT HOLD ONE RAY OF HOPE 
TO THOSE WHO DIE REJECT- 
ING CHRIST. If you as a. min- 
ister, or a Bible Student, hold 
out one ray of hope to the im- 
penitent, you will be responsible, 
for you are doing something that 
God has not done. God help you 
to see this!

Those who say this either 
have not studied their Bibles or

epoch or a long period of time. 
The word in itself does not neces- 
sarily mean ‘everlasting’ but both 
in the classic Greek of Plato and 
Aristotle, and in the New Testa- 
ment, as well as in the Greek 
translation of the Old Testament 
(The Septuagint) it is the one 
word that is used when the idea 
of endlessness is meant to be con- 
veyed, and it must be so con- 
strued unless the context or the 
word it modified demands other- 
wise. Then, too, ‘aionios’ is used 
of God; and God is everlasting” 
—Biederwolf. 


The early translators made it’ 
read “forever and ever.” When)! 
Jesus says “These shall go away | 
into everlasting life and these | 
into everlasting punishment” the) 
same word “aionios” is used in! 
both cases. So, if Heaven is ever- | 
lasting, then Hell is everlasting | 


as well. | 

There is yet-another expression | 
which is used in God’s Word, “Eis | 
Tous aionas ton aionion.” This is | 
translated “Unto the ages of the| 
ages” or, as another translates it, | 
“Unto the everlasting of the| 
everlasting.” It is used eight times | 
in the book of the Revelation to| 
tell of the existence of God and | 
the length of His reign: once a-| 
bout the glory of the righteous | 
and three times about the doom| 
of those who are lost. It is the| 
strongest known expression for | 
absolute endlessness. Oh sinner, 
Hell is “forever and ever.” | 

If the faintest ray of Hope'| 
should shine into the regions of | 
the lost there would arise a cry 
from the hosts of the damned, 
“Hope, Hope,” even though that 
star were a million years off, but 
there is no star; there is no hope. 
All we hear is the endless wail 
of the lost! 


5S. Hell Is a Plaee of the Most 
Intense Suffering 


I am often asked the question, 
“Do you believe that there is! 
literal fire in Hell?’’ Do you be- 
lieve that men are going to be 
put in a place where they will 
be engulfed in flames, where 
waves of liquid fire will roll over 
the heads of sinners, where they 
breathe flames, where every por- 
tion of the body will be burning 
constantly and eternally with all 
the torture that burns bring to 
a physical body here? Some tell 
me that they believe this to be

One thing we do know, God's 
figures always stand for facts. lf 
the fire of Hell is figurative then 
the literal must be more terrible 
than fire, as we know it, could’ 
ever be. If Jesus was using figura- 
tive language when He told us the 
streets of Heaven were pure gold 
like transparent glass, then’ the 
literal MUST BE MUCH MORE 
WONDERFUL THAN LITERAL 
GOLD COULD EVER BE. 


What are words anyway? They 
are but a medium for the con- 
veyance of thought. Jesus had to 
use some expression to convey 
to us the thought in His mind; 
hence He had to use terms WE 
COULD UNDERSTAND. We all 
know what gold is, how beautiful 
it is and how valuable. We all 
know what fire is, for we have 
experienced the physical pain of 
burns. So we get some idea of the 
beauty of Heaven through the 
expressions He uses in His descrip- 
tion of it. We likewise get some 
idea of the terrible suffering of 
Hell by the descriptions given.

2. The worm that dieth not 

This is another expression used 
by Jesus to describe the intense 
torture and suffering of the wick- 
ed in Hell. What does it mean” 
Does it mean some creeping, bit- 
ing worm with poisonous breath 
shall continually prey upon. the 
flesh of the sinner? Does it mean 
that thousands of these worms 
shall strike the lost, doomed soul 
continually and from them there 
shall be no escape? I know that 
there are worms upon this earth 
that the mere mention of them 
biting and feeding upon = your 
physical flesh would drive you 
insane, what will it be like to be 
in Hell where is ‘The worm that 
dieth not?” 

“Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched.”— 
Mark 9:48. 

“For their worm shall not die, 
neither shall their fire be quench- 
ed.” —Isa. 66:24. 


8. Outer darkness 


“But the children of the King- 
dom shall be cast out into outer 
darkness: There shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth.”—Matt. 8: 
12. 

“Then said the king to the ser- 
vants, Bind him hand and foot, 
and take him away, and cast him 
into outer darkness; there shall 
be. weeping and gnashing of teeth.” 
Matt. 22:13. 

“And cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness: there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth.”—Matt. 25:30. 

“T have tried to imagine the 
location of Hell, where there can 
be found a place of absolute 
eternal, impenetrable gloom, 
where the blackness of the dark- 
est night is light compared to that 
oppressive, realistic universe of 
soul-blighting 
darkness; that dread sea of gloom, 
where no ray of light ever enters 
and no star of hope ever breaks 
the stress of awful perils and 
pain of the imprisoned lost. 


“Astronomy teaches us that 
there are one billion one hundred 
and seventeen million worlds. Nep- 
tune being sixty times the size 
of the earth, Uranus being eighty, 
Saturn being eleven hundred, 
Jupiter being fourteen hundred, 
Mizar being five hundred and ten 
millions times larger than the 
earth; and as they dash throuzh 
space they are illuminated by one 
hundred and seventeen million 
suns. That means that there are 
one hundred and seventeen mil- 
lions of mundane systems revolv- 
ing about a central point. Can 
the astronomer measure the dis- 
tance illuminated by this vast 
army of suns? 

“TI have tried to imagine how far 
removed from heaven the lost 
will be; how far from mother the 
lost boy will be; how far from 
wife the lost husband will be; 
Oh, the terrors of an everlasting 
separation! No mind can grasp it. 
May God save you from it! 

“Imagine an angel seeking a 
glimpse of the abode of the lost; 
he charters a ray of light and 
dashes through space at the rate 


thousand miles per second; he 
moves out into limitless bounds 
of space until worlds look like 
needies’ points, and suns look like 
sparks, and yet he never reaches 
the border line of OUTER DARK- 


NESS, for no being can _ pass 


through the gulf which is fixed, 


between Heaven and Hell. ‘Un- 
utterable doom! Oh God, deliver 
us!’ ’—Oliver. 

What do you think is the mean- 
ing of these three terms? Some 
think that the fire Jesus is talking 
about is the fire of an accusing 
conscience; that “the worm that 
dieth not” is the sting of memory, 
of keen mental torture; that “out- 
er darkness” refers to the black- 
ness of a soul that is immortal, 
living in absolute separation from 
loved ones and God. 

I know one thing, mental tor- 
ture is a thousand times more 
powerful than physical torture 
could ever be. I could tell of in- 
stances where men on earth have 
gone insane as a result of mental 
agony. So great was the suffering 
it reached a point where ‘the mind 


snapped and reason fled. 

Oh sinner, Jesus did His best 
to get you to see and understand 
that Hell is a place of intense 
suffering and torture. Think of 
the intense agony of remorse! 
Eternally separated from God and 
loved ones, with every desire and 
passion magnified yet never grati- 
fied, realizing the many opportun- 
ities giveri you which you des- 
pised and rejected, thrown into 
eternal association with the most 
wicked and damnable of all crea- 
tion from the beginning of time. 
Oh sinner, what can bring more 
intense suffering and torture than 
this? 

Dying eternally yet never dying, 

Living forever and forever cry- 

ing, 
Banished from God and loved ones 
and light 

Suffering the tortures of Hell’s 

darkest night. 


6. Hell Is a Place of Memory 

“But Abraham said, Son, re- 
member!’’—Luke 16:25. 

Sinner, if you die in sin, there is 
not much you can take with you, 
but you will take YOUR MEMO- 
RY. Think what this means! How 
many folk go on a drunken spree 
TO FORGET, they wanted to have 
a few hours of peace so they drank 
themselves into oblivion. But oh, 
the terrible awakening! 

Some take drugs to forget their 
troubles and some go as far as 
to commit suicide. The terrible dis- 
appointment, the heart-ache over 
the loss of possessions, or loved 
ones or health sometimes is_ so 
great, men end it all TO.KFORGET. 

Has the Devil ever suggested 
suicide to you? Has He told you 
that this is the way to end your 
troubles? Heed NOT His sugges- 
tions for this is not the way out! 
Sinner, when you leave this world, 
there is little you take with you. 
You leave behind all earthly pos- 
sessions, even your physical body, 
but you do take with you your 
soul and Spirit and YOUR MEMO- 
RY. Abraham said to the rich man 
in Hell, ‘Son, remember!”’ 

He left his home and possessions 
behind for he could not take them 
with him. He left all his money 
behind for money is worthless in 
Hell. But he did take one thing. 
HIS MEMORY. 

I imagine there were many 
things he remembered, just as 
there are many things you too will 
remember. 

You will realize then what you 
lost when you missed Heaven. You 
will remember how you listened to 
unsaved friends, it was popular to 
laugh and scoff at the idea of 
Hell, you believed those who told 
you the Bible was just a book 
written by men full of errors and 
contradictions, you will remember 
how little thought you gave to the 
need of your immortal soul. Think 
of missing Heaven when you might 
have been saved. 

You will remember the many op- 
portunities you were given to ac- 
cept Christ. The pleadings of a 
dear mother will ring in your ears; 
her hot, scalding tears will haunt 
you through all the ages of eternity. 
The entreaty of a son or a daughter 
will be remembered, the prayers of 
saved folk in your behalf will con- 
tinually rise before you. 

You will. realize then when it is 
too late WHAT YOU MIGHT 
HAVE BEEN. You will realize then 
that you might have been a living 
testimony for God. You will see 
then how your life and example 
could have won hundreds to 
Christ. You will remember every 
opportunity you were given, yet 
you despised and rejected them ail. 


The memory of all the wicked 
things you did in your lifetime will 
continue to burn. Drunkard, you 
will remember how you treated 
your beautiful wife and children. 
Gambler, you will remember the 
victims you robbed through your 
gambling. Libertine, you will re- 
member the heartache of the lives 
you ruined. Blasphemer, you will 
remember the vile way in which 
you dragged God’s holy name into 
the mire. Oh sinner, remember 
this, you will take your memory 
with you to the region of the 
damned! 


III. How May We Escape Hell? 


Now I come to the part of this 


I had to tell about Hell, I dared 
not keep silent. But know this; 
these words of mine cannot begin 
to tell you the real nature of this 
terrible place. Do you realize at 
least in some measure what it 
would mean if you were lost? 
Can you conceive what is in- 
volved if you miss Heaven? Just 
imagine that YOU had to spend 
all eternity in Hell, doesn’t the 
thought make you tremble and 
shake? Think of being eternally 
lost, never to see Christian loved 
ones again, spending an endless 
eternity with the vilest earth has 
know! And to take with you your 
memory, driving, burning, hound- 
ing you continually while you rea- 
lize that you could have been, not 
only a Redeemed sinner but a 
mighty power for righteousness in 
your community, had you given 
the Holy Spirit control of your life. 
Praise the Lord, sinner, IT IS 
NOT TOO LATE! You are still or 
mercy’s side of the door.

You) may 
be saved, truly saved, even now 
if you will.

There is only one 
church, this is composed of the 

“born again” Christians. Out of all 

the denominations God is calling a 

people unto Himself. They are 

known as “the ecclesia” or the 

“Called out ones.” They are in the 

world but they are not of the 

world. 

No matter where you find ‘them, 
no matter what color of skin, no 
matter whether educated or ignor- 
ant, or whether rich or poor, 
THEY ALL HAVE BUT ONE 
TESTIMONY. They are sinners 
saved by grace, they are led by 
the Holy Spirit, they have a vital 
testimony for Christ and they are 
deeply concerned for the lost.

5. The fifth mighty barrier God 
has placed between the sinner 
and Hell is the Blood-stained 
Cross of Jesus Christ. 

Sinner, before you can go to 
Hell you must push out of the way 
the Cross of Christ because it 
stands squarely in the way of 
every sinner. Christ died for you, 
I say it again. CHRIST DIED 
FOR YOU! See His nail-scarred 
hands as they are outstretched to 
you. He wants you to be saved. He 
does not want you to be lost.

‘|father who had a worthless son. 


The son had no honor; all he was 
concerned about was making 
money, it mattered not how only 
that he made money. So he decided 
that he would go into the liquor 
business. 

The father did everything he 
could to discourage his son from 
going into this hellish business 
saying to him, “Son, we must not 
do this. It is wrong to make money 
out of the weakness and suffering 
of others. The liquor business is a 
curse and a menace to any com- 
munity and we dare not disgrace 
our good name by putting it up 
over a place of this kind.
